The following is a 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the prior art 
references fail to disclose, teach or suggest an independent undercarriage module for a - 
low floor vehicle comprising: a subframe having a first subframe segment mountable 
adjacent to a first vehicle underside profile segment, and second subframe segment 
mountable adjacent to a second vehicle underside profile segment, the first vehicle 
underside profile segment defining a floor for a vehicle aisle and the second vehicle 
underside profile segment defining the floor beneath a passenger seat. These 
structures in combination with other structures as recited in the claims define over prior 
art of record.
